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WHITE PAPER 
ON THE REPORT OF THE 
ELECTORAL BOUNDARIES REVIEW COMMITTEE 


The Prime Minister received the Report of the 
Electoral Boundaries Review Committee on 29 July 1991. 


The Committee recommended :- 


a) the adoption of 15 Group Representation 
Constituencies; 


and 


ii) the retention of 21 Single Member 
Constituencies. 


With the exception of EUNOS, HONG KAH and TAMPINES 
Group Representation Constituencies whose boundaries remain 
intact, the other 12 Group Representation Constituencies 
have been enlarged or formed by the amalgamation of 2 or 
more constituencies. 


The Government proposes to accept and implement the 
recommendations of the Committee at the next General 
Election. This Report is attached as an Appendix.

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The Electoral Boundaries Review Committee was 
entrusted with the following terms of reference:- 


"To review the boundaries of the present 
Parliamentary electoral divisions and 
to recommend the required number of 
Group Representation Constituencies and 
Single Member Constituencies in accordance 
with the provisions of the Parliamentary 
Elections Act (Chapter 218) by, wherever 
possible, the amalgamation of two or more 
constituencies. The review should be 
based on the estimated number of electors 
as,.On lsJuly.1991"%. 


The estimated number of electors as on 1 July 1991 


1,722,630. This is an increase of 40,860 


electors 


1,681,770 electors found inthe 1990 Registers of 
Electors. 


The Committee decided 


i) to create the maximum number of Group 
Representation Constituencies in accordance 
with the provisions of the Parliamentary 


Elections Act (Chapter 218); and 


239 to retain the rest as Single Member 


Constituencies, 


x ie To facilitate the formation of Group Representation 
Constituencies, the Committee:- 


i) decided that every Group Representation 
Constituency should return 4 Members of 
Parliament each; 


ii) studied the composition of all existing 
Group Representation Constituencies with 
the view to absorbing constituencies 
which are contiguous to them; and 


ci & & maintained that the total number of Members 
of Parliament to be returned should not 
exceed the present number of 81. 


3.2 The Parliamentary Elections Act (Chapter 218) 
stipulates that the number of Members of Parliament 
to be returned by Group Representation Constituencies 
should not exceed three-fourths of the total number. 
Thus the Committee can only create a maximum number 
of 15 Group Representation Constituencies. 


as4 In reviewing all the existing 13 Group 
Representation Constituencies and constituencies 
adjacent to them, the Committee decided to re-constitute 
the following Group Representation Constituencies, 


as follows:- 


1) Aljunied GRC is to absorb Paya Lebar. 
2) Bedok GRC is to absorb Fengshan and Siglap. 
3) Brickworks GRC is to amalgamate with 
Pasir Panjang GRC and is to be known 
as Brickworks GRC. 
4) Cheng San GRC is to absorb Punggol. 
5) Eunos GRC can remain on its. own. 


6) Hong Kah GRC can remain on its own. 


7) Jalan Besar GRC is to absorb Kallang and 
Whampoa. 


8) Marine Parade GRC is to absorb MacPherson. 
9) Sembawang GRC is to absorb Bukit Panjang. 
10) Tampines GRC can remain on its own. 
11) Tiong Bahru GRC is to absorb Tanjong Pagar 
and Telok Blangah and to be renamed 


as Tanjong Pagar 


12) Toa Payoh GRC is to absorb Kim Keat.

4.2 For the other three Group Representation 
Constituencies, the Committee created:- 


i) one in a HDB Housing Estate, 
namely Ang Mo Kio GRC which will 
comprise Ang Mo Kio, Kebun Baru, 
Teck Ghee and Yio Chu Kang; 


£1) one in the Central District, namely 
Kampong Glam GRC which will comprise 
Kampong Glam, Cairnhilli, Moulmein 
and Kim Seng; 


and 


iii) one by the integration of two 
constituencies, namely Thomson GRC 
which will comprise Thomson and 
Serangoon Gardens. 


4.3 In this way, most of the Group Representation 
Constituencies created in 1988 will be retained. 


5 After the formation of the 15 Group Representation 
Constituencies, the Committee retained the remaining 
21 constituencies as Single Member Constituencies. 


6 In conclusion, the Committee recommends that:- 


i) the 15 Group Representation Constituencies 
to return 4 Members of Parliament each; 


and 
ii) the 21 Single Member Constituencies 


be adopted.
